March faft. -Such'a mode of proceeding he trufted, 
be reckoned. by the: Houfe both irregular and ab- 
urd, and, if the account which he had reccived was 
arue, he had no befitation to add, that it ought to be 
tonfidered as malignant. .

He therefore hoped, out of refpea 
to him, that,he would endeavour for the future to ac- 
quire that. neceflary information, before he proceeded to 
throw out reflections that were altogether groundlefs ; 
for, inftead of affording any ground of cenfure againft 
his Majefty’s Minilters, it would be acknowledged by 
all mankind, that they had a¢ted with evety degree of

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STATE TRIALS. 
SPECPAL COMMISSION AT MAIDSTONE. 
; HIGH TREASON. ; 
The King againf# Arthur O'Connor, Efq: James Quigley, John 
Binns, John Ailen, and Jeremiah Leary. 
‘ SECOND DAY, MAY 22. 

Mr Promer, as leading Counfel for Mr O'Connor and Mr 
Quigley, opened cheir defence. It was, he faid, impoffible for 
him not to feel an uncommon degree of une2finefs when he con- 
fidered the temperof the’prefent times; the place in which 
thofe gentlemen were brought to trial; and the prejudices that 
had been induftrioufly raifed againit them (not indeed by any 
of thofe Gentlemen concerned on behalf of the profecution) but 
by a foolith, unprincipled, and wicked man, who conceived that 
the public had an intereft in convi&ting the prifouers. There 
was ove fubje which, in the outlet, he muk mention to the 
jury. . He had not been inftructed to cali in queftion the pro- 
priety of this profecution.. He would not attempt to complain 
of it; on the contrary, he was happy it had \cen the fubje@ of 
fuch minute invelligation; and he conceived the Council for the 
Crown perfe@iy juftified in probing the matter to the bottom ; 
for by that means every thing was kuown that could be known, 
—Nothing was concealed; every fact relatwg to the guilt of 
the prifoners was difclofed. Every ferap of paper thattould be 
found, either ip this or a filter kingdom, was brought forward 
band read. ‘Therefore the. jury could not conviét prifoners 
upon any latent fufpicion that might, for wan¢of full inquiry, 
be lurking behind, He was uot initruéted to palliate the dread-. 
ful offence to which the prifouers ood charged—it was his bu- 
finefs to maintain that they had not committed any fuch offence, 
They were here perfect ftrangers—the natives of another coun- 
try, from which they had been driven, and were at the fame 
time endeavouring to get away from this kingdom alfo, Yet 
they were fo conyiticed that they would be fairly dealt by, that 
they did not avail themfelves of the power they had of feparate 
challenges, but agreed to be all tritd together. 

It was of great importance to diftinguifh what was the pre- 
cife nature of/the charge. The nature of high treafon was the 
imagination of the mind; which the law faid could not: be, 
known without certdin overt adls. He then quoted the fa 
mous ftatute of ‘Edward Iil. together with the explanations 
given of it by Lord-Coke.—He then dwelt for a confiderable 
time on the chiervctions made by Lord Hale; from which he 
drew the conclufion—that befides finding the overt a@ laid in 
the indistment, it was alfo neceflary that the Jury fhould find 
that ic was done with the intent charged. So that ifa cumber 
of perfons hag agreed to go abroad to au. enemy's country, and, 
that was charged as.an overt act of treafon ; the queftion to be } 
decided was, whether thefle perfons attempted to go with the | 
intent of giving intelligence to the enemy, and inviting them 
to invade their country? In the prefent cafe, it was true that 
Binns did agree to hire a boat to convey the prifoners beyond 
the feas; but that alone was only a mifdemeanour and not trea- 
fon. Allthe prifoners had done was to hire a veflel; and was 
it poflible for a Jury to declare prophetically what they after- 
wards intended tq do? The whole of the evidence*brought for- 
ward—the quantity of luggage with which the -table was co- 
vered, went only to prove the intended jousney of the -prifon- 
ers. He would afk, whether it was eftablithed by evidence, 
that the paper found ina great coat pocket was intended to be 
carried to the Executive Directory of France?’ And if it was 
poilible to make out this charge againit the perfon in whofe 
poffeffion it was faid to have been, he would aik whether that 
could implicate any of the other prifoners in the fame charge ? 
Each prifoner was certaiuly relponfible only for his own acts ; 
and he would afk whether it was poffible tu prefs in this cafe 
any refponfibility beyond one individual, who was alone impli- 
caced in the byfinefs, and on whom alone the paper was found ? 
And it was impoiliblé to conne any ether perfon with that 
paper, or implicate them in “an ulterior attempt to carry it to 
France. But he would deny that this charge could be made 
out againft any of the prifoners. 

With refpect to the intended voyage, there were four per- 
fons who became fugitives from their own country; and that 
he would admit. There were only four, becaufe he confidered 
Leary as having no will of his own, on account of being a fer- 
vant. He did net mean to conceal the fadt, that thefe perfons 
had fled from their own. country, in confequence of charges 
which were of a nature different from the préfent...And it 
was well known to the Jury and every body elfe, that Iseland 
was in fuch a diftracted ftate, that it was i” ceffary for many per- 
fons who had taken a particylat part ia politics there to leave 
the counrry for atime. Mr Q'Connor was a gentleman of an 
ancient and refpectable family ip Ireland. He had been a mem- 
ber of the Irifh Houfe of Commons in the laft Parliament, and 
had filled the office of High Sheriff for the coutity of Cork, 
With confidcrable honour te himfelf. He did not then mean to 
defend the political opinions of Mr O’Coanor, for he had pro» 
mulgated them himfelf in Parliament, in a marily and open 
maaner. With refpeét co his having been afterwards in a {icu- 
ation lefs honourable, by becoming the Editor of a Newfpaper, 
and with regard to any improper conduct of his, that was not 
to become a lubject of enguiry on the prefent oceafion. ‘Under 
every circumftance he was adviled to leave the kingdom, after 
having been in cuftody for fix months and then let out without 
a trial; becaufe that he feared: that a fecond imprifonment 
would be fatal to him. He muft have dreaded the confequen- 
ces of a fecond imprifonment, from the fevere treatment he 
had met with when he was fit confined. And while he re- 
mained in the Tower of Dublin, he was fired at by two fentinels 
with ball, and had a narrow efcape of his life. 

Mr Promeg then went into adetail of the condu@& of Mr 
O'Connor fince his coming te I.gndon, and a defcription of the 
rfons with whom alone he had affociated from that time to 
is being arrefted; men againf{ whom the paper found in the 
gteat coat pocket had decided hottility. . Was it probable that 
Mr O'Connor. would have invited the énemy to come’and dei- 
troy his neareft and deareft connexions? He did pot mean to 
cobceal any Patt of this gentleman's songuct, which tithe from 
the catidour and opennels of his mind, have been tou ungwards

more likely that he wov!d have wifhed to go in company than 
alone, and particularly with hisown countrymen. - 

He then. commented at coniiderabic length on the paper al- 
resdy mentioned, The account given of chis paper wae, that it 
was in the pocket of a grea: coat, in a public room in a public 
ino, at Margate, where there was many idle people; and any 
oue putting his hand into a pocket from curidlity, aught have 
found 2 thing which was to convict five men te de ath. Vo leave 
it therefore in that expofed ficustiow, added 6 the probabiliry 
that they did not corfider ica weighty and important paper ; 
and if fuch a body exifted in England, as the Committee of En- 
gland, was ic not to be fuppofed that, ii chey were wicked c- 
nough to addrefs the ‘Directory, they would have done it ina 
different manacr? But it contained no new advice, no new 
thought, not a fyllable of intelligence of facts, which the Ex- 
ecutive Direétory could not have had more corteclly, ‘They 
had their {pies in this country, tor that was flated by one of the 
Minifters of State. And as co the revenue, they had more ac- 
curate intelligence of all the finances of this country than the 

paper. cauid give; for they could have got from the public new!- 
papers, cotiraining the ftatement of the Ways and Means, all 
fuch ivformation more fully. The only thing that could be 
valuable to them would be fome facts they had not known be- 


fore——As to the information about voluntary couributions, 


they muft have known it better from,the papers in which the 
accounts were publifhed. The Directory knowing this—that 
near two millions bad been fubfcribed, would not btlieve fuch 
a ftatemeut in thia paper. Yhey would told the meilengers, 
they came to infult them by telliug fuch a lie. But further, it was 
on the face of is fo abfurd, that nobody could believe it wasever 
intended to be carried to the Dircétory. ‘he army wasthere faid 
to be called upon co contribute, and that the majority was 
compelled to it. The majority compelled! who could compel 
them? Could the mivority do it? le was impoflible ; and the 
thing carried a palpable contradiction on the face of it. There- 
fore fuch intelligence muft hate defeated itfelf—But there was 
ftronger evidence to dhew the falficy of it. It was faid that the 
paper was to induce the French to invade this cquntry.—But it 
would have'a contrary effle&; for they would fay it was a iraud 
‘and a trick to induce them to come here. It wis plain that the 
paper was written by fome perions (il they were ferious) who 
were diltin& from al] the various parties iu the kingdom: writ. 
ten by fome defperate perfon or perfons, who even declaréd 
hoftility ayainft all who ever took a part in oppofition ta Go- 
vernment. It did aot hold out @ hope that the French would be 
received by any one of rank or confideration in this country. 
If ever Prance could harbour a hope that one of the oppofition 
fhould co-operate with them, that paper would fhew that their 
hopes had been delufive, for the paper declared open war again{t 
all men of oppofition. ‘The paper faid there was no leader, and 
thatthe rich were not with them; and foine Parliamentary 
fpeakers, who even declared chemlelves friends to democracy, 
were, told in ic that they fhould never be trufted. They were 
called impoftors. There was then a direct attack: upon them. 
Not one among them worthy of confidence, and they were to 
be all buried in one general wreck, and marked out to the ven- 
geance of the enemy, and fome of their countrymen here, if any 
were idle or weak enough to write fuch a thing. Was it, then, 
holding cut epcouragement to an enemy to fay, chat all rhe 
rich and refpectable were uniced:againft their innovations? Was 
it poffible that more difcouraging intelligence than this could he 
fent ?~-No ! And all the world knew, that when this wealthy 
country, where wealch was fo equally diftributed, was united, 
ho power could prevail againit it. He contended that the evi- 
dence did not prove the paper was intended certaialy to be de- 
livered to the Executive DireStory. Jt was a matter of doubt, 
and ought always to produce acquittal. He faid it did not follow 
becaufe feyeral perfons wete in the veilel, they all bad the fame 
defign ; and if one was to be refponfible for what another might 
have about him, it would be dangerous for any man to tratt 
himfelf in company with others, without firft fearching their 
pockets, to difcover if they contained any thing treafonable, 
The fufpicion which arofe from O’Connor and Quigley deny- 
ing any knowledge of each other, or of the property,he imputed 
to that appreh natural to perfons who had already fuffer- 
ed imprifonment, and were anxious to avoid a repetition of it. 
He commented at large upon the cyphers ufed by the prifoner 
O’Connor, obferving, ic was doubtful what was meant by them 
—Whether they related to tranfactions af a public or. private na- 
ture. He faid, che paper itfelf furnithed fufficient evidence that 
Mr O’Connor ‘was not conneSted with it; it traduced thole 
dear and valuable friends who had clung to him throughout his 
long qdverfity ; it likewifé ftated the perfon who was to pre- 
fenc it to the Executive Direftory had been with them before— 
was this the cafe with refpec&t to Mr O’Connor? It was not 
even imputed to him.—Mr Plomer finifhed his eloquent addrefs, 
the delivery of which occupied about five hours, by trufting the 
verdi& would be fuch as the Jury would seflect upon with fa- 
tisfaction to the Jatett hour of their lives, , 

Mr Gurney, Counfel for Mr Binns, faid, if by his condu& 
he had been guilty of any offence, it was merely that which 
was reférred to by a late itatute, and confifted in the act.of hi- 
ring a veffel, with intent to depart the realm, and was punifh- 
able.as a mifdemeanour with fix months imprifonment. 

Mr Feacusson, Counfel for Allen, entered into a fiifeuffion ' 
of the law of treafon generally, and made many comments on 
the cafes of Lord Preilon and Mr Afton, who were tried for 
high treafon foon after the Revolution, He then jnftified the 
conduct of Mr O'Connor, in endeavouring to leave thele king- 
doms clandeftinely, by thewing the oppreffion exercifed towards 


nd. He ftated, that to be fufpected was to be imprifuned, 
and happy would it be if a trial followed imprifonment; but 
fuch was the fyftem of that country, that perfons were taken 
and confined without any intention of being brough: to trial. 


len, inferring, that he was a diftreffed Irifiman, whe had left 
his country in confequence of the ftate of its politics, and was 
glad to get an opportunity of going abroad in the capacity of 
Raeley fervant, That he was in no refpect privy to the pof- 
fellion of a paper of a treafonable tendency by Quigley, his ma- 
fter, or any of the party; that privity of knowledge was necef- 
fary to conflitute guilt ; and confequently, if there was no fuch 
privity of rect a that Allea ought to be acquitted.

Mr Dattas commenced his general defence on behalf of all 
the prifoners, by obferving, that his folicitude was beyond what 
he had ever experienced. He divided the charge mo three di- 
ftinét grounds of confideration, namely, the charge itfelf, the 
law on which it was founded, and the evidence in fupport and 
in defence of it. ‘The indi&tment contained the charge, and 
confitted of two diflerent forts of treafon, compafling the King’s 
death, and adhering te hisenemies. He admitted that adhering 
to his euemies was,.in point of law, compafling his death, on che 
principle chat every man muft intend that which was the pro- 
bable confequence of his at, ‘The indictment ftated the offence 
diffrent ways, but they were reducible to this one charge of ad- 
hering to the King’s enemies, With regard to the overtacts of 
hiring veffels, they were but the means of carrying the other 
into effe&. * The count in the indictment to which he alluded 
was, that the prifoners at the bar confpired, confulted, and a- 
greed together to procure and obtain a certain paper writing to 
be conveyed to the King’s enemies, to induce them to invade 
this -kingdom, and ‘this indeed conftituted the whole of the 
charge.
